Extract front the Preface to the Catalogue of Bertram's Botanic 
Garden, for the year 1801. 

« Krxr.sF.ss Gardens were begun about the year 1720, by John 
Bart ham the elder, at a time when there were no establishments 
of this nature in Pennsylvania, if in any of the colonies, unless we 
may except that of Ur. Clayton, in Virginia, which, though inferior 
in extent, was furnished with a considerable variety. They are sit¬ 
uated on the west bank of the Schuylkill, four miles from Philadel¬ 
phia, and contain about eight acres of land. The mansion and green 
houses stand on an eminence from which the garden descends by 
gentle slopes to the edge of the river ; and on either side the ground 
rises into hills of moderate elevation, to the summits of which its 
borders extend From this scite are distinctly seen the winding 
course of the Schuylkill, its broad-spread meadows and cultivated 
farms, for many miles up and down ; and the river Delaware, with 
the variety of vessels which it is constantly bearing to and from the 
metropolis of America. Beyond this there is an uninterrupted view 
of the Jersey- shore, from the eastern to the southern horizon. The 
whole comprehends an extensive prospect, rich in the beauty of its 
scenery, and endless in diversity. 

The worthy founder of these gardens, discovered in his early 
youth, a love for philosophy, and natural history in general. He 
was, however, particularly drawn to the study of Botany, from con¬ 
sidering the importance of vegetables in the practice of medicine, 
and their indispensible use in various departments of human econo¬ 
my. But at that time Botany was but little attended to in America; 
and in the old world the works of the great Linnaeus had not ap- 
• peared ; he had, therefore, no other aid in studying the great book 
of nature than his own persevering genius. Ilis view in the estab¬ 
lishment was to make it a deposite of the vegetables of these Uni¬ 
ted States (then British colonies), as well as those of Europe and 
other parts of the earth, that they might be the more convenient for 
investigation. He soon furnished his grounds with the curious and 
beautiful vegetables in the environs, and by degrees with those more 
distant, which were arranged according to their natural soil and 
situation, either in the garden, or on his plantation, which consist¬ 
ed of between 200 and 300 acres of land, the whole of which he 
termed his garden. 

The novelty of this horticultural scene, attracted the notice of the 
ingenious and curious ; and coming to the knowledge of Europeans, 
several scientific men in England, particularly of the Royal Society, 
united to encourage the founder to undertake journeys towards the; 
western frontiers, in order to discover and collect curious and non¬ 
descript productions in nature, particularly vegetables, that they 
might be sent to Europe. 

Thus these extensive gardens became the Seminary of American 
; vegetables, from whence they were distributed to Europe and other 
regions of the civilized world. They may with propriety and truth 
f called the Botanical Jlcademy of Pennsylvania, since, being near 
t Philadelphia, the Professors of Botany, Chemistry, and Materia Mc- 
dica, attended by their youthful train of pupils, annually assemble 
here during the Floral season. 

“ X he revered founder lived to see his garden flourish beyond his 
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most sanguine expectations, and extend its reputation both at home 
and abroad, as the Botanic garden of America. In this condition 
it descended to his son, whose care it has been to preserve its well- 
earned fame, as well by continuing the collection already there, as 
by making annual excursions to increase the variety.” 

To the preceding notice of this establishment, the Proprietor will 
only add, that since it was published, the extent of the gardens, 
and the collection of indigenous and exotic plants have been greatly 
increased. The annual journies to the mountains and morasses of 
the country are continued, and extended ; large and expensive im¬ 
portations of valuable and ornamental plants, are annually made from 
Europe and South America. And the proprietor has made arrange¬ 
ments to procure annually, from different parts of Europe and 
America, the finest varities of Fruit Trees, Grape Vines, &.c. which 
will be carefully cultivated, to ascertain those most suitable to pro¬ 
pagate for this climate" Priced Catalogues of which will be annually- 
published, and distributed gratis by the agents oPtliis establishment.

The foreign grapes, included in preceding list, have all been 
imported direct from respectable nurseries in France and Germany. 
Specimen vines, of every kind, have been planted out for bearing, 
and arc now under careful cultivation, to ascertain those most 
suitable to propagate for this climate. Additions will annually be 
made to the collection; and catalogues will be published with de¬ 
scriptions of the colours and qualities of the fruit, &c. 

The proprietor thinks it proper, however, to remark, that be coin¬ 
cides with the following observations in the catalogue of his respec¬ 
table neighbours, Messrs. D. & C. Landreth : 

“ On presenting the list of foreign grapes, which we are cultivat¬ 
ing for sale, it is proper to remark no calculation should be made 
on their regularly maturing fruit when planted in the country. 

“The cultivation of the vine is attracting very considerable at¬ 
tention ; in this state several vineyards, on extensive scales, have 
already been established, but as far as our personal knowledge 
extends, those formed from native varieties have succeeded best, 
and we are led to think, from tire observation of many years, that 
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if the culture of the vine for making wine is ever brought to much 
perfection in this section of the country, it will be with native 
kinds alone. 

“ In our cities many of the finest imported vines are found to 
succeed as well as in the most favoured clime of Europe, there 
being something peculiar in the atmosphere which tends to prevent 
the mildew they are so unfortunately subject to in the country. 

“ As, however, there are some situations where the atmosphere 
is dryer and more congenial to the vine than that of others, wc 
would recommend a trial, where they are merely intended for the 
table—an occasional crop fully repaying the expense and trouble 
attendant on their cultivation.” 

OBSERVATIONS ON TRANSPLANTING TREES. 

[Selected from Jllessrs. D. ft? C. Lundreth’s Catalogue .] 

On removing trees from the nursery, care should be taken to 
prevent the roots from drying, previously to planting them, otherwise 
they may receive considerable injury. Immediately on their receipt 
the bundles should be unpacked, the roots well watered and “ laid 
in” until the ground in which they are to be planted be ready to 
receive them. By lading in is to be understood the making of a 
trench sufficiently large to admit the roots, into which they are 
placed the earth having been previously made fine, is then filled 
in around them, and a gentle watering given, in which situation 
they may remain with safety until planted. The holes in which it 
is intended to plant them, should, for an ordinary sized nursery 
tree, be from 24 to 3 feet in diameter, and about the same in depth; 
tiie earth from the bottom should be thrown aside, and its place 
filled up with good compost or black mould, (no fresh stable manure 
should be used in the compost.) The tree should be planted one 
or two inches deeper than it stood in the nursery : the roots and 
fibres being spread out horizontally, and during the process of 
filling in the earth, the tree should be shaken several times, so as 
to admit the soil between the roots, and thus fill up any cavities 
that ■might otherwise remain. The earth should then be trodden 
down and gently watered ; in a short time it will have settled, and 
any hollows that may have formed should be filled up—finishing by 
forming a basin around the trunk to receive the rain or watering 
which it may be necessary to give it, if the ensuing season should 
P r °ve dry ; to prevent the winds from loosening the earth around 
the roots, the tree should be secured to a stake by bands of straw. 

The proper season for transplanting trees in this latitude, is from 
the middle of October until the first or middle of May, during 
which time they may be safely transported ; when they are destined 
for the south, the autumn and winter months, peihaps, are prefera¬ 
ble, but when for this latitude or northerly, spring and autumn are 
equally good—evergreens are thought to succeed better when 
transplanted in the spring; much, however, depends upon the 
nature of the soil, if heavy, we would, in general, prefer the spring. 

Green House plants can be transported by water, and for short, 
distances by land, at almost any season, though the autumu, winter 
and spring months are preferable, as they mav then be closely 
packed and require no attention on the passage.'
